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EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a system and method for providing resource associated 

with an incoming call over a broadband network, including the unique method steps of: 
"said interworking entity configuring said first and second connections based on 

instructions provided by the switching intelligence of said first node; said first connection is a 

call connection over the broadband network associated with the call and said second connection 

is a temporary connection over the broadband network, the resource being provided over said 

temporary connection and wherein said interworking entity breaking said call connection after 

said temporary connection is established to provide the resource." 

The closet prior art, Underwood et al. (US Publication 2003/0016675 Al) provides a call 

processing system for interconnecting narrowband switches and ATM/broadband switches. 

However, Underwood fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations. This 

renders it allowable.
